Terrible Railroad Accident and Great 
Loss of Life-Many Persons Scaided 
and Maimed, 

Norts Apams, Mass., October 21. 

A terrible accident to a caboose full 
of workingmen belonging to the North 
Adams freight yard occurred‘ this 
morning. Twenty-seven men were in- 
jured, several fatally, About 6:30 
engineer Charles Wells and fireman 
Joseph Bartley left North Adams 
depot on the engine Deerfield, push— 
ing a caboose loaded with thirty men 
going to work at different places near 
Zoar and Gharlemont, the party in 
chef car including the section gang of 
masons, John ©, Madden, foreman; 
stone crushers, Peter Barry foreman; 
track-layers, Thomas Quinn. foreman, 
and carpenters, J. J. Beckham fore- 
man. The engine and oaboose 


had started for the Hoosac Tunnel 
and gone about. half. way there 
when the cavoose, which was in 
front, collided with a Troy & 
Boston engine. The .caboese was 
raised from the trucks and carried to 
the cowcatcher of the engine Deerfield.

Patterson, John Flynn 
(foreman) and John C. Madden, 
masons, all scalded and cut; John 
Madden, scalded and bruised ; Thos. 
Quinn, side, back and arms scalded ; 
James Wells, Thos. Dempsey, John 
Young, Chas. Carpenter, Amos Camp- 
bell and James Crafts are all burned, 
some seriousiy; conductor Sherwood, 
scalded about the head; James End- 
wood, Thos.
